WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—Gifford 
Pinchot’s long expected recital of his 
difficulties with Secretary Ballinger 
which resulted in formal charges and 
the appointment of an investigating 
committee and his dismissal from the 
service, began this afternoon when 
he took the.Stand and-prepared to 
produce evidence to substantiate his 
charges. 

Pinchot preceded his testimony with 
a carefully prepared statement in 
which he enumerated the points 
which he expected ta prove. Follow- 
ing this the questioning began and it 
is expected that several days will be 
required to complete his testimony. 

Statement Carefully Read. 

Pinchot’s statement, which he read to 
the committee’ carefully emphasizing 
the points which he deemed significant, 
was as follows: 

“What I desire to lay before the com- 
mittee is a conservative story of my 
experience with Mr. Ballinger in rela- 
tion to the conservation of natural re- 
seurces. Among several other matters 
there are three of principal importance 
to be called to your attention. 

“The first of these concers the policy 
devised and inaugurated by the las. 
administration of protecting againsi 
monopolistic control the water powef 
sites owned by the people. 

“T shall show you that Secretary Bal-

Three delegates who voted to send the 
Terminal’s bill to engrossment last 
Wednesday night will cast their ballot 
against it and insure its defeat when it 
is put on its passage in the Hous@g of 
Delegates Tuesday: night. 

Delegates Grégory, Same! and Speite! 
are those who have announced they 
have reconsidered their former intention 
of supporting the measure. . To their 
votes may be added that of Delegate 
Koch. Delegate. Walker. has indicated 
that he probably will ask to be excused. 
Excuse or absence will be equivalent 
to another. ballot against the bill. 

With the decisive moment but three 
days distant, the question appears to be, 
not whether the bill will be killed, but 
by what majority. The foes of the 
Terminal’s arbitrary already are twelve 
strong, while the vote last Wednesday 
showed that its friends were but 16, or 

one more than enough to pass it. 
y winning three of its supporters to 
their side, the opponents of the arbi- 
trary will have sufficient strength to 
defeat the bill, move a reconsideration 
of the vote by which it was filed ana 
give it a final quietus during the life of 
this House of Delegates. 
Four Votes Are Needed. 

By gaining four votes—and that azn. 
cession is practically assured—the foes 
of the arbitrary will reverse the posij- 
tion which they occupied a, week be- 
tore, when there were 16 members for 
the Terminal’s bill and 12 against it.

The alarm would scarcely begin to 
ring when he would start clawing at 
the bed covers. He gave the O’Briens 
no rest until he saw them well started 
on the day’s work. Nothing would keep 
Poodle quiet while he saw anyone 
sleeping after the bell rang in the 
morning. 

when anyone was sick in the house 
Poodle always knew where to fird te 
doctor. He seemed almost to under- 
stand the deaf-mute language. At & 
sign from O’Brien or his wife, he knew 
whether it was the physician, the grocer 
or the butcher to whom he was to go. 

If there was a knock at the door 
Poodle informed Mrs. O’Brien by claw- 
ing at her dress and then running to 
the door ahead of her. If water was 
turned on in another room and 4.fs. 
U Brien could not hear it Poodle told 
her about it. He insisted on his de- 
mands and would nev@r be quieted until 
they were satisfied. 

When James Jr. was younger and 
would cry and his mother could not 
hear him, it was Foodle who would 
bring Mrs. O’Brien the information that 
the baby was shouting for attention.

NEW YORK, Feb. 26.—James BD. Bath- 


gate is the first of the directors of the 
Beef Trust indicted yesterday by the 
Hudson County grand jury in Jersey 
City to voluntarily surrender to the 


prosecuting authorities. 
Through his counsel, James 8. Hud- 


speth of Jersey City, Mr. Bathgate no- 
tified Prosecutor Garven that he will 
not leavé the jurisdiction of the state, 
and was to be found at any time at his 
home, 25 Berkeley avenue, Orange. 

Mr. Hudspeth said that if it was con- 
venient to the prosecutor, Mr. Bathgate 
would appear for for pleading Monday. 

Mr. Bathgate is a Newark meat oper- 
ator and the New Jersey representative 
on the board of directors of one of the 
indicted companies. 

“The law of the State of New Jer- 
sey is not a joke,” said Assistant 
Prosecutor James F. Clarke of Hud- 
son County to the Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today. “It has not the name of 
being used for what some eminent 
persons at the Chicago bar call 
‘Grand Stand Purposes.’ The Beef 
Trust prosecution ts thoroughly in 
earnest. It is not based on strained 
constructions of the law or on pos- 
sibly faulty special legislation.” 

Mr. Clarke said that. there would be 
no immnrediate arrests of the million- 
aires who were indicted. 

‘We shall give them 10 days to ap- 
pear here and plead to the indictments 
yoluntarily,”’ he said. “If they do not 
make an appearance within 10 days, 
however, we shall certainly issue capi- 
ases and cause the arrests, in Chicago 
or anywhere else in the United States 
where we may find the accused men.” 

Prosecutor Garven will appear before 
Supreme Court Justice Swayze in Tren- 
ton, next week and ask that the Na- 
tional Packing Co.’s charter be nullil- 
fied on the ground that it has violated 
the Staie’s laws.

people instead of merely for the profit 
of a few. 

“When this story has been told and 
the witnesses whom I shall ask you to 
call have been heard, you will realize 
that the interests of the people are not 
safe in Mr. Ballinger’s hands and that 
the country will demand of this com-" 
mittee a verdict in harmony with the 
general conviction that the Secretary 
of the Interior has been unfaithful both 
to the public, whose property he has 
endangered, and to the President, whom 
he has deceived.’’

Byron Church in his statement told 
of moving to Holyrood 33 years ago.

“A nephew of mine was made cashier 
of the bank,” he said, ‘‘and practically 
controlled it. Three years ago I found 
that my nephew had been bucking the 
grain market in Wichita and Kansas 
City and that he was $65,000 short at the 
bank. He ran away, and I made the 
shortage good out of my own pocket. 
Then I installed my son, Maxwell 
Cuurch, as cashier.

HEN one reaches 50 it is necessary to pay attention to what 
is eaten and drunk. This applies more particularly to 
those who do not do manual labor, as the dangers of mid- 
dle age are greater to them. - 

Fo: those who do hard work the important thing is a properly 
balanced diet and proper preparation of it. People of 50 of the 
well-to-do class eat too much and exercise too little. They grow 
stout, not working off the excess flesh as they did earlier in active 


life. 


At 50 the blood loses some of its richness and also something 
in quantity. the blood vessels enlarge and are less elastic. Brittle 
arteries and apoplexy grow possible. 

A man is said to be as old as his arteries. 
organs to show the changes of advancing age. They are very 
elastic, their material being best compared to rubber. This allows 
them to dilate with each heart-beat, thus reducing the shock to the 
organs which force-pump action would give were the blood con- 
veyed in rigid tubes. 

In time the arteries lose their elasticity and become stiff and 
weak, like the tubes in an old steam boiler. If they become very 
stiff and brittle they break and apoplexy is the result. 

Middle age, therefore, is the time to think of these facts, and 
to avert such results. 

Waste at 50 is greater than repair, and the proteid in the diet 
should be cut down. If the appetite is strong curb it. 

Two meals a day are better than three. Avoid alcohol and 
shade off your tobacco, if used to excess. Milk, or its equivalent, 
becomes more and more an important and proper article of diet, 
and much water should be drunk, as the skin does not act as easily 
as when younger. Exercise was never more necessary than at this 
time, but it must not be of as violent a kind as that taken at 40. 

A more nearly vegetable diet is better. When vegetable foods 
fail to digest easily they do not give rise to toxins, to make further 
trouble. It is stated that about one-half the startches and two- 
thirds of the proteids that a man could well dispose of at 40 may 
fully serve him at 50. 

A hearty breakfast is taken, then reduce the luncheon to a 


mere apology for a meal.

Whose “Good Night” Punch 


Will Be 


Needed Tonight 
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Browns’ New Manager Does 
Not Expect His Men to 
Dream Baseball. 





By JAMES CRUSINBERRY. 
ACK O’CONNOR, new leader of the 
J Browns, is a practical psychologist. 

But Jack doesn’t know it and if 
some Ph. D. were to tell him of it the 
chances are the new maneger would 
worry over it more than over the prob- 
lem of procuring another catcher for his 
ball club. 

One need not be a student of psychol- 
ogy to be a philosopher. Jack’s philos- 
ophy was developed in fighting battles’ 
on the ball field year after year and 
mingling with baliplayers until he has 
come to know that their minds need 
training just as much as their arms and 
legs. Jack will introduce both psychical 
and physical methods of training on the 
Browns this year, and his course of les- 
sons will have been evolved from long 
and practical experience. 

It may be a bit startling to some of 
the fans, but one of his courses in psy- 
chology is nothing more than a simple 
poker game. 

“A poker game is a good thing for 4 
ball club,” said Jack recently, “and l 
wouldn’t think of barring my players 
from that form of pleasure.” 

Now Jack had a deeper view of that 
poker game than the mere pleasure and 
excitement of it all. He wasn’t think- 
ing of all the gain or loss that might 
come from it. He was thinking of the 
relaxation from baseball that most play- 
ers can get In the little game of 2%-cent 
limit. There’s nothing that will make 4 
ballplayer forget his batting average, or 
his errors so quickly as a good game of 
poker, and that’s the reason O’Connor 
prescribes it as a coupse in his school. 

Of course @ poker game could be the 
undoing of a ball club were it permitted 
to be run without restrictions. When 
the ball player begins to think first of 
poker and then of baseball, it’s time to 
abolish poker. But a limit game that 
will allow no one to win or lose any 
great amount of his earnings serves as 
a mind cure. It tends to relaxation. 

It’s a wise ball player that can leave 
baseball at the park when the game ifs 
over, O’Connor thinks.

One of the great men of baseball to- 
day is Mordecai Brown, the clever three- 
fingered pitcher of the Chicago Cubs, 
and undoubtedly much of his success 
is due to his mentality. In a game of 
ball his mind is as active as his right 
arm. When the game’s over he relaxes 
into a state of mental and physical free- 
dom. He's ready for a poker game, a 
show or a picnic, and he doesn’t think 
of baseball again until he puts his toé] 


At the close of the season of 1908 the 
Cubs would not have been champions 
were it not for Brown’s work. It will 
be. remefhbered the Chicago club had to 
journey all the way to New York to play 
off that tie game with the Giants to 
decide the pennant. Naturally it would 
be a trying trip. On the train the play- 
ers were nervous and irritable. The 
mental strain was telling. Brownie start- 
ed a poker game. Seven of the players 
Sat in it. Most of the others looked on. 
The game with the Giants was forgotten 
for the time, and before the men realized 
it they were in Gotham and hustling 
into their uniforms for the great bat- 
tle. They hadn’t had an opportunity to 
get nervous over the contest. . 

It will also be remembered that 
things broke badly for the Cubs at the 
start* of that game. Reulbach was 
pitching and the Giants began hitting 
the ball. Chance then played his trump 
card. He took “Big. Ed’ out of the box 
and put in Brown, thdugh the latter 
was not physically at his best. But 
Brownie went in, stopped te hitting 
and the Cubs then started a batting 
rally and won thre battle. 

O'Connor is t.e type of man that can 
relax. Though he never carried the bur- 
den of managing a big league team, 
he’s been on the diamond long enough 
to know all. its cares. Jimmy_ McAleer 
was'a hard loser. He was a cyclone 
after losing a tough game, and as gay 
as a sunbeam when luck was with him. 
McAleer knew baseball, but he didn’t 
know psychology. He loved a poker 
game after victory, when it was least 
needed. After a trying defeat he hated 
everything. 

Of course "there are other methods 
of relaxation than poker. George Stone 
never plays cards, but he can have the 
time of his life looking out of a car 
window. Jimmy Stephens never sat in

Cell Awaits Capture of Man

“Johnny” Collins, a noted pickpocket, 
”” wnder two years’ sentence in. the peni- 


tentiary, apparently intends to make 
good his declaration that he will not do 
his “bit."" For two weeks the St. Louis 
police have been searching for Collins, 
and finding no trace of him, have noti- 
fied the police of all large’ cities to ar- 
rest him on sight. 

Collins charged after his conviction 
two years ago that he had paid poll- 
ticlans a large sum of money for pro- 
tection, but it was never proven. He 
pleaded guilty to having robbed Dock 
McMahon, a motorman, on a car at 
Seventh street and Franklin avenue and 
Was sentenced to two years in prison. 
He was paroled by Judge Charles Claf- 
flin Allen, who was unacquainted with 
his record, but three weeks later he 
was arrested on a charge of picking the 


pockets of persons attending a picnic at 


Normandy. 

For this Judge Allen revoked his pa- 
role and ordered him sent to the peni- 
tentiary. His attorney, John A. Gernez, 
appealed to the Supreme Court from the 
decision of Judge Allen, revoking the 
parole, and gave an appeal bond. 

The Supreme Court two weeks ago 
held that Judge Allen was right in re- 
voking the parole, and ordered Collins 
sent to the penitentiary. 

@ police then began a search for 
Collins to send him to the penitentiary. 
They have watched his former haunts, 
but have found no trace of him. 

“Cap” Troll, a former member of the 
House of Delegates, and Danny Naugh- 
ton, former Assistant Clerk of the 
House of Delegates, both interested 
themselves in Collins’ behalf when he 
Was arrested. 

Collins’ parole was recommended by 
Circuit Attorney Jones and former As- 
sistant Cireuit Attorney .Dyer on the 
theory that he would get into trouble 
again and that his parole would be re- 
voked. They had induced him to plead 
guilty on promise of a parole. They 
had not long to wait after the parole 
was granted until Collins was brought 
in again for picking pockets. 

After his arrest a second time Collins 
declared he had paid $1200 to keep out 
of the penitentiary, and that if his case 


— r : pressed he was going to tell where 
"the money went. 


He later retracted 
“this statement, saying he had spent 
money only for attorneys’ fees.

ETHAN ALLEN HITCHCOCK, 
ROM the diaries of Major-General 
- Ethan Allen Hitchcock there has 
been complled an interesting biozg- 
raphy of the writer, by W. A. Croffut. 
It covers the years from 1814 to 1867, and 
gives in many passages curious revela- 
tions of our Indian wars, the war 
against Mexico, and the Civil War. In 
all of these the General played a part, 
always important, and frequently dis- 
tinguished. He had personal acquaint- 
ance and dealings with many of the 
foremost men of our political and mili- 
tary history, and his records of their 
acts and their sayings, throws new light 
upon their characters. 

Gen. Hitchcock himself presents a cu- 
riously interesting study of mentality. 
Although the whole of his active lifs 
was spent in military service, his mind 
ran incessantly to questions of meta- 
physics, theology and such occult sci- 
ences as astrology and alchemy. This 
tendency of his disposition interfered at 
times with his career. In, fact, he had 
little military ambition. Thus, at the 
outbreak af the Civil War, when sum- 
moned from retirement to go to Wash- 
ington to confer with the President, 
he wrote in his, diary: “I have been a 
student all my life, even when I was 
a soldier by an education involuntarily 
received. I did not go to the military 
academy because I deliberately made 
choice of a military profession. I went 
because, being a grandson of Ethan 
Allen, some of the friends of our fam- 
ily thought it appropriate. If service 
ean repay stich education, I served #0 
years. Is not that long enough?” 

Hitchcock graduated from West Point 
in 1814 and was assigned to service in 
the South, where the Indians were giv- 
ing much trouble. His diaries give ac- 
counts of the conditions of the country 
at that time. With no railroads and 
few roads of any kind, most of the 
towns throughout the South were hardly 
more than back-woods settlements. The 
West was worse still. The Mississippi 
was virtually the frontier of civilization. 
Traveling was so bad it took Hitchcock 
on one occasion two months to go from 
St. Louis to West Point. 

His records of army life are not pleas- 
ing. It must be remembered that to 
him it was wholly uncongenial. He 
notes jealousies and rivalries and ani- 
mosities among his fellow officers, even 
among those of the highest rank, but 
takes little or no interest in them. At 
times, however, the entries in the diaries 
Show shrewd forecasts of political 
events. Thus he writes: “I rarely note 
a word of politics, because I am not 
mixed up in them, exercise no influence 
upon them, and am but little affectéd 
by them. We have certain intelligence 
that J. K. Polk is elected President over 
Henry Clay. I look upon this as a step 
towards the annexation of Texas first, 
and then, in due time, the separation of 
the Union.’’ 

An interesting passage of self-revela- 
tion is found in the diary of April 9, 
185. He writes: ‘Gen. Lee surrendered 
his army to Gen. Grant today. * * 
The only merit I have in connection 
with this rebellion is that of refusing 
to take so se commands, and I re-

strong to assume the responsibility of a 
position Involving the lives of hundreds 
and thousands of men; to say nothing 
of the cause which might have been 
put in jeopardy by my insufficienty. 

As a whole, the book is almost an 
autobiography, written with absolute 
candor by a man who knew closely and 
well the dominant leaders of the most 
critical period of our history. There is 
much in it of personal likes and dis- 
likes, but that was inevitable. The 
diarist was not writing for publicity but 
for himself. In fact, his record is all 
tne more valuable because of its frank- 
ness, and may be accounted one of the 
most noteworthy of recent eontribu- 
tions to American biography and the 
annals of our army.

“THE TEMPTING OF PAUL CHES- 
TER.” 

HE pursuit of a near-Puritan man 
a by a modern Pagan woman is the 

theme of “The Tempting of Paul 
Chester.”’: It is a present day version 
of the story of Joseph and Potiphar's 
wife, the scene laid in England instead 
of’ Egypt. There is, little divergence 
from the scheme of the Bible story. 
Paul Chester is the ‘“servant’’ — the 
political henchman—of a high person- 
age of Britain, the same being desig- 
nated as the Duke of Berkshire, on the 
highway to the premiership of England. 
Further than to state that the Duchess 
ultimately flees, leaving her robe in 
the hands of the modern Joseph, it is 
perhaps not worth while to follow the 
thread of the story. One is more or 
less amused, absorbed or disgusted-—-ac- 
cording to his experience, temperament 
or training—by the erotic flavor in 
some portion ec” every page, and from 
all portions of 1. ©y pages. Also, he 
finds an unholy fascination in noting 
the kaleidoscopic changes of front that 
come and go in the battles of love pic- 
tured in the something over 300 pages 
of the book. First Paul is in love witi 
his wife and the reader is left to be- 
lieve that she abhors him; then Paul 
falls in love with the Duchess and it 
requires little perspicacity—the_ self- 
satisfied reader feels certain—to see 
that the flame-haired Duchess of the 
fetching eye is leading the young man 
on to his ruin. A new film is flashed 
before the curtain and we discover that 
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Paul's wife is madly in love with him, 


while the Duchess is. insanély drawn 


toward that same near-Puritan person, 
scorched by the fires. of her own 
pbuilding. 

Enter, also, Sir Rupert Temple, one- 
time of the -.-..an service, smitten with 
a consuming devotion for the same 
Duct.ess—and behind him in shadowy 
outline a ghostly group of other lovers 
whom the virtuous vampire—oh, yes, 
the author's impress upon you all the 
while that the Duchess is possessed of 
an almost unhuman virtue!—has- cast 
aside after robbing them of their self- 
respect. Then there ig Paul’s wife's sis- 
ter—the slightly deformed one—who is 
also in love with Paul, and another of 
Paul’s wife's sisters who is in love with 
Sir Robert, while Sir Robert is prac- 
ticing self-agnegation because of an 
early and unrequited passion for Paul's 
wife. Presently, comes another change, 
and the deformed sister has given over 
the role of a lovely vixen and is devot- 
ing herself to straightening out some 
tangles—meanwhile falling out of love 
with Paul and heels over head into that 


same condition with Sir Rupert Temple 


as the object of her adoration. And at 
the end Paul falls in love with his wife, 
Sir Robert marries one sister in a 50- 
ber, fatherly-like-manner, Sir Rupert 
fetches up with a sudden appreciation 
of the attractions of the deformed sis- 
ter—and even the Ducness becomes more 
or less infatuated with her husband. 
The Duke, by the way, is about 
the only steadfast person in the whole 
loving lists. If one has time between 
the breath-taking panorama of love, 
scenes, one becomes interested in the in- 
dividuality the authors have given the 
characters. The Duchess seems always 
garbed in some “loose flowing’’ robe, 
Paul’s square chin is a feature, Sir 
Rupert has a blond mustache to which 
he is strongly attached—mentally as 
well as physically!—the Duke has a ten- 
dency toward falling asleep, or appear- 
ing to, at opportune moments, Paul’s 
wife is distressingly pale—and so it goes. 
Somewhat crude; scarcely worth while; 
not. a book for the young person, at 
least.
